“The galiani Protestants of Ulster are 
showing their fears of Catholic intoler- 
ance by outrages upon their Catholic 
neighbors. We read of revolver shooting 
by the Orangemen of Londonderry, of 
iron belts thrown through the windows 
of the convent, and of Catholics barricad- 
ed in their houses against the terrors of 
a Protestant mob.
